Provisions  of  Antitoxin. 


Medical  men  practising  in  this  district  can  obtain  a  free 
supply  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin.  It  is  kept  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  Potton  Road,  Biggleswade,  and  doctors  can  obtain  it 
according  to  their  requirements.  The  earlier  this  remedy  is  used 
in  a  case  of  Diphtheria,  the  greater  the  chance  of  recovery. 

Wherever  there  is  the  least  suspicion  of  Diphtheria,  it  is  wise 
to  inject  Antitoxin,  and  to  submit  a  swab  for  examination.  If  the 
latter  should  prove  to  be  negative,  no  harm  is  done,  and  should  it 
on  the  other  hand  be  positive,  much  valuable  time  has  been  saved. 


(b).  Ambulance  Facilities. 

For  infectious  cases  . Motor  Ambulance  stationed  at  Isolation  Hospital, 

and  another  at  the  Mogerhanger  Sanatorium. 

For  non-infectious  cases. ..One  motor  ambulance  which  is  kept  at  Mantle’s  Garage, 

London  Road,  Biggleswade,  Phone  No.  Biggleswade  2113. 

Judging  from  the  experience  of  previous  years,  I  consider  the 
above  arrangements  are  quite  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  dis¬ 
trict.  There  is  an  understanding  among  neighbouring  Authorities 
that  their  ambulances  would  be  available  in  a  case  of  emergency. 

2.  Nursing  in  the  Home,  (a)  General  Nursing. 

There  is  a  Nursing  Association  in  Sandy  which  has  about 
558  subscribers.  The  Committee  has  secured  the  services  of 
Nurse  Foster  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Association  ;  she 
attends  Maternity,  Minor  Medical  and  Surgical  cases.  For  the  year 
under  review  the  Nurse  has  paid  1759  visits  on  Midwifery, 
Surgical,  Medical  Ante- Natal  and  Casual  cases,  and  has  attended 
23  Midwifery  deliveries.  The  Association  is  maintained  by 
donations,  subscriptions,  fees  charged  to  non-subscribers  and  to 
maternity  cases. 

(b).  Nursing  of  Cases  of  infectious  Disease. 

There  is  an  Isolation  Hospital  which  takes  in  cases  of 
infectious  diseases.  Your  authority  does  not  provide  for  nursing 
in  the  home  for  such  cases.

This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral  in 
reaction  and  free  from  iron  and  other  metals.  The  water  is  not 
unduly  hard  in  character,  contains  no  excess  of  saline  or  mineral 
matter  in  solution  aud  is  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic  and 
bacterial  purity.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1943, 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  second  Annual  Report  on  the 
Sanitary  Conditions  aud  other  work  carried  out  during  the  year. 

1.  Drainage  and  Sewage. 

The  Town  is  sewered  along  the  Main  Streets.  The  sewer 
runs  from  the  Station  Bridge  along  High  Street,  down  the 
St.  Neots  Road  as  far  as  the  New  Inn.  Another  sewer  runs  from 
Brickh ill  Road,  along  Cambridge  Road,  Northcroft,  Bedford  Road, 
and  the  Great  North  Road.  These  sewers  meet  and  the  sewage 
is  taken  to  the  Works  where  it  is  treated. 

The  engines  have  given  satisfactory  service  and  the  new 
pump  was  received  during  the  year.  The  average  daily  running  of 
engines  and  pumps  was  9  hours  45  minutes  compared  with  9  hours 
1  minute  in  1942.  The  sludge  pump  worked  140  hours  and  the 
Lister  engine  also  worked  250  hours  for  washing  the  filter  bed. 
A  measurement  of  the  flow  was  taken  during  December  and  it  was 
found  that  100,000  gallons  per  day  were  being  received  at  the 
works.  This  quantity  is  so  greatly  in  excess  of  the  capacity  of  the 
filters  that  serious  consideration  to  enlargement  of  the  works  was 
being  given  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  Ivel  Internal  Drainage  Board  undertake  the  cleaning  of 
all  streams.  The  Council  during  the  year  trimmed  over  2  miles 
of  ditches. 

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  901  houses  on  the  water  carriage  system,  162  pails, 
and  7  privy  middens  included  in  these  figures  are  158  houses  with 

cesspools. 

(ii)  (a)  Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse,  contents  of  pails  and 
emptying  of  cesspools  was  carried  out  by  Contract  during  the  early 
part  of  the  year,  but  owing  to  labour  difficulies  this  service  came 
to  an  end  in  August.  The  Council  purchased  a  second-hand 
S  &  D  Freighter  (7  cu.  yds.)  in  good  order  and  are  now  doing  the 
work  by  direct  labour.  The  service  was  well  started  by  the  end  of 
the  year  and  the  small  number  of  complaints  prove  the  success  of 
the  arrangements  The  garage  at  the  Sewage  Works  was  enlarged 
to  accommodate  the  extra  vehicle.
